treaty they did not think there would 
be any serious objection to them. 


Senator McLean, Republican, Con- 


necticut chairman of the senate "baak- 
, ing and" currency committee, said he 
did not think the question of reserva- 
tions mattered at all, when consider- 
ed in its relation to the "basic pur- 
pose of the treaty—the preservation 
of peace. 


"I was for ratification of the league 


of nations covenant with the 
Lodge 


reservations," Senator McLean point- 
ed out. "Many other Republican sen- 
ators besides myself voted for them, 
including the president 
himself.

know of no necessity for reservations 
other than the two already agreed to 
by the four powers being attached to 
the present treaty, but if others are 
desirable I shall have no objection to 


i them as long as they are not intend- 
ed to destroy the treaty, 


"As I read the treaty, it does not 


impose any obligations on the United 
States as employing force 
In 
any 


way. In fact, It seems to avoid that 
very thing by providing for an «.ml- 
cable discussion and adjustment of 
disputes which may arise in the Pa- 
cific."

THE LONG SHOT MADE BY BILLY 


DIXON 


"The old Sharps rifle ended the 


North American buffalo," once wrote 
Theodore Roosevelt, the chronicler of 
the winning of the West, and he 
might have added that this famous 
gun helped write "Finis" to the story 
of the Indian with & few periods of 
lead. 


One of the uiost remarkable shots 


ever made with this rifle too* place 
at the Adobe Walls tight In the Texas 
Panhandle In 1874, when a war party 
of Klowas, Comanches and Cheyennes 
tried to wipe out a little group of buf- 
falo hunters who had their headquar- 
ters there. 
The shot was fired by 


Billy Dison, known to the Indians as 
"Hasta—Long Hair." 


After 
three charges against the 


stockade had failed to overwhelm the 
buffalo hunters, the Indians settled 
down to starve them out. During the 
siege "Bat" Masterson, one of the 
hunters, noticed a group of Indians 
gathered on a hill nearly three-quar- 
ters of a mile away. 
They could be 


plainly seen, and were evidently talk- 
Ing over some new plan for overcom- 
ing the white men w hen Masterson 
called Dlxon's attention to the group. 


"Billy, H wouldn't be a bod Idea to 


break up that little pow-wow over 
there, would It?" he said. 


"Don't know whether the old Sharps 


Js good for It or not, but I'll try it." 
replied Dlxon. 
He knew the range— 


approximately 1,200 yards. Fixing the 
sights of his gun to this range, the 
scout aimed carefully and fired. The 
white men saw the conference of the 
warriors break up hastily and the sav- 
ages retreat to a safer place. 


Dlxon served as a scout for General 


Miles In the campaign against the 
southern tribes that year, and he was 
one of the six dispatch bearers who 
made a heroic stand In an old buffalo 
wallow against a war party of 125 
Comanches and Klowns, 
In this tight 


Amos Chapman, a fellow scout, lost 
his leg. 
Although Dixon's shirt front 


was riddled with bullets, he received 
only one slight wound. 
That night 


he volunteered to go for help and 
after a perilous trip he brought back 
a troop of cavalry and rescued his 
comrades. 


For nine years Dixon was a govern- 


ment scout at Fort Elliott, Tex. Then 
he homesteaded it ranch In the Pan- 
handle,^>ulldinK hN lop house on the 
ruins of the old Adobe Walls where 
he hnd made his famous shot with the 
nld Sharp*. Later he moved to Clroar- 
ron Bounty. Oklahoma, and /lied near 
the little town of Gresham In 1914.

A Christmas Thot Of Good Cheer 


TTTHEN the storm clouds are darkest it always pays to look 
"* for the silver lining. When the world seems steeped in 
social misery, political reaction and economic failure, it is best, 
before giving up in despair to scan the horizon for signs of 
brighter days. 


And there is no better time than this Christmas morning to 


take an accounting to ascertain if our blessings do not, after all, 
putnumber and outweigh our ills. We entertain this belief and 
hold that there are sufficient reasons to maintain an unswerving 
faith in our future as a people and in the future of the war torn 
nations of the Old World. 


The statement has been made in this column that every 


Avar is followed by a period of political reaction. This is a 
simple fact based on historical record. There is no mystery 
about it 
Wars are never conducted by the world's liberals. 


War itself is the essence of reaction and it always calls react- 
ionaries into power. 
Reaction, like war, feeds on hate and 


every manner of appeal to the baser passions. So long as war 
continues the reactionary elements remain in the saddle and 
always for several years after peace is regained. 


But there is every reason to believe that' saner and 


nobler ideals are again coming to the forefront, not only in 
America, but as well in the war swept nations of Europe. As 
Mr. Young points out in his letter in this issue the cause of 
democracy has made substantial gains and reaction and im- 
perialism have correspondingly lost in the conference now 
drawing to a close in Wasnin&ton- 


As he sees it this is especially an American victory, a tri- 


umph of American ideals, but he shows it has been made pos- 
sible only by the rising tid,e of liberalism elsewhere. In this 
country, in England, especially in her Dominions, in Japan and 
Italy, the reactionary tide is ebbing. Only in France is the old 
imperialistic regime still firmly entrenched, but there as else- 
where the inevitable swing of the pendulum will come. Time 
will bring it about as it heals the old scars and mitigates the 
old hatreds and racial animosities. 


The achievements, unsatisfactory as they jnay be to the 


radicals, that have -been made at Washington the past five 
weeks, are real achievements nevertheless, and the fact that we 
have started to go forward should be the uppermost thot in our 
minds, rather than that we have not gone forward far enough 
or fast enough. The results at Washington could not be accom- 
plished at Versailles, not because the forces "of democracy 
headed by Mr. Wilson were not clever enough nor devoted 
: enough, but because reaction and militarism and imperialism 
were still riding roughshod over the democratic ideals. 
The 


demands of democracy were made straight enough and clear 
enough at the Versailles gathering, but the world was not then 
far enough removed from the passions of war to sustain the 
hands of the liberals in their losing fight. 


But Time, the great healing power, has been at work. 


Four years have elapsed since Germany yielded. - The drum- 
head court martial is slowly being supplanted by the orderly 
processes of civil liberty. 
The ancient guaranties are coming 


back. The world already has changed tremendously in its atti- 
tude toward war. 
America once more is proud to stand un- 


armed and unafraid. 
Men everywhere are acknowledging 
that preparation for war leads inevitably to war. 
They are 


listening to the mothers of the race and in every land the cry 
of the common people is for peace everlasting. 


All of this is a great gain. The world has advanced vastly 


more since the assembling of the Washington confreres than the 
more radical peace advocates realize. The fundamental change 
in the state of public mind constitutes a greater advance than 
the work of the conference itself. The advocates of frightful- 
ness in America and England are already on the defensive. 
The ancient Anglo-Saxon principles are re-asserting themselves. 
The rules of war and of militarism are receding before the ris- 
ing tide of time honored legal processes. The race even now is 
preparing itself to occupy new and higher levels than it has 
known before. 


The belief in the principle that might makes right met its 


Waterloo on the fields of Flanders. The world is beginning to 
perceive that war settles nothing permanently. 
The nations 


are less inclined today than ever before to put their trust in 
force. 
Reaction is faltering, imperialism is at bay, the feudal 


conception of conquest and plunder is definitely halted. 


In short, the world stands upon the threshold of a now era. 


It has just witnessed a fearful demonstration of Christ's truth 
that they that take up the sword shall perish by the sword. 
The nations are more willing now than ever before to give a fair 
and squai'e trial to the teachings of Him whose birth we cele- 
brate today. 
They are more nearly ready today than ever be- 


fore to abolish secret diplomacy and fraud and deceit and to 
deal with each other openly and honestly. 


All of this marks greater progress than we in our petulance 


and impatience for instant results can realize. They who live 
by war and profit by war are at bay. No longer ai-e they su- 
preme in the capitals of the world. Humanity has been driven 
to the utmost limits. The common sense of mankind is in re- 
volt. For seven long years the pendulum of Fate has swung 
toward reaction. Before half that time has again elapsed men 
will definitely know that it has swung to its limit in outer dark- 
ness and that the return to rational progress has begun. 


For all of which let us be devoutly thankful at this holy 


season and help as best we may to make the future securely 
free from periods of darkness like that from which we arc 
slowly emerging.

FAMOUS LEAP 


Capt, Sum Brudy was a member of 


a fighting famiJy which made history 
on the Pennsylvania border Curing the 
Indian wars after 
the Revolution. 


Captain Brady's greatest exploit toty 
place in Ohio. He had been captured 
by the Indlaas auj) curried to the San- 
dusky Towna, headquarters for ull the 
Ohio tribes, where the savages pre- 
pared to burn him at the stake. 


He was stripped, bound to a post 


nnd slow fires kindled around him, for 
the Indians hated him so much that 
they wished to torture him as long as 


j possible. Brady was a powerful man 


and he strained at his fetters until 
they were loosened slightly. Then 
with n llnnl effort he snapped the last 
bond, leaped across the barrier of 
flame and, seeing n Mjuaw. pitched 
her Into the lire. 


Before the Indians could recover 


from their surprise, thp scout escaped 
from the village and plunged into the 
woods, hotly pursued by hundreds of 
savages. 
Finally he cnme to the 


Cnyahoga river, near the present *lte 
of Kent in Portngf county. 


At thi.s place the river flowed be- 


tueen steep, rocky banks, 21! feet 
across from side to side. The scout 
was trapped. There was no other place 
for mile? up and down the river where 
he could ford H. The Indians were 
closing In on him and his only chance 
of. escape was to try to leap across the 
chasm. 


Brady could hear the savages yeJl- 


ing In the'woods only a short distance 
away as he ran back toward rhero to 
get a good start. Then turning, he 
sped for the brink and putting all his 
failing strength Into :i final spurt, he 
sprang for the opposite 
cliff. 
His 


jump was a llltle short and he struck 
the bank a few feet below the edge. 
The Indians stopped !n amazement, 
then as HIP scout scrambled up over 
the edge, they opened fire. 


They wounded hlrn In the leg, delay- j 


Ing his flight, and In a short time were 
on his beds again. Ife cnme to a lake • 
and plunged In. Stooping beneath the 
brond pads of :i water illy, he breathed 
i 


through n hollow reed while the sav- 
i 


ages hunted In vain on the shores of 
the laTte. They found his bloody trail 
to the water's edge and, believing thnt 
he had drowned rather than be cap- 
tured again, gave up the chase.

The operations of the Sheridan or- 


gnni/.ation were marked by a simplic- 
ity which was almost startling. Their 
fitvorite trick was to plant one of their 
members in a line loading to the win- 
dow of the receiving teller of a prom- 
inent bank shortly before the closing 
hour. The man HO planted would take 
up a position behind someone who held 
In his hands a large roll of bills, and 
would wait until the depositor bad al- 
most reached the window. Then he 
would tap him on the shoulder, call 
Ids attention to a bill which "he had 
dropped on the floor," and the man 
would naturally stoop to pick It up, 
in nine cases out of ten placing his 
money on Hie teller's shelf us he bent 
over. The criminal would then snatch 
the money and make off. 


While the hauls secured In this man- 


ner were, of course, of varying sizes, 
Sheridan and his men picked up $75,- 
000 as the .result of less than Bve 
minutes' work at a Baltimore bank. 


After several other coups of a sim- 


ilar' nature, Sheridan tried the same 
game at the First National bank of 
Springfield, 111., but was arrested. 
He 


promptly skipped his bail, however, 
and the next that Pinkerton heard of 
him was when he assisted at the rob- 
bcry of a Cleveland bank which net- 
tod the gang some $40,000. This was 
followed by a raid upon the Mechan- 
ics' hank 
of 
Scrantun, Pa., where 


Sheridan and one of his men got away 
wiih S.'SO.fHX) worth of negotiable bonds. 


His next exploit—one which took 


more than four months of 
careful 


planning—w:is the looting of the Falls 
City Tobacco bank in I/oui~vlllt', Ky., 
when upwards of $300,000 was se- 
cured. 
, 


As a result of these operation?, to- 


gether with the shrewd manner in 
which ho had 
Invested 
his money, 


Sheridan was worth fully $250,000. 


Feeling certain that his past ex- 


ploits had left no clue to his connec- 
tion with the robberies, and having 
obtained his acquittal 
of the only 


ohargu on which he hnd been arrest- 
ed, Sheridan joined in a series of the 
roost gigantic frauds ever known in 
America—the issuance of bonds pur- 
porting to be woith more than $5,000,- 
000. These forgeries were so clever- 
ly executed as to deceive even the 
officers of the companies involved, and 
the discovery of the r.windle mined 
scores of Wail street brokers and pri- 
vate Investors. 


On the eve of ihe day on which the 


bubble hurst, Sbt&rMan quietly cashed 
nil his assets, closed his office at No. 
00 Broadway, and sailed for Belgium, 
which at that time provided a safe 
refuge from extradition. Had he re- 
mained there, he would have died a 
free man. But he could not resist the 
lure of gambling with the law, and he 
slipped back into America under the 
name of William A. Stewart, estab- 
lishing himself in business in Denver, 
and finally opening a bank of his own 
in Kositn. Colo.

NEW YORK, Dec. 24—"The whole 


country is in the grip of famine, un- 
precedented in the annals of India," 
says an article by Khadijab. Besam 
Forozud-din in the Lahore 
Tribune 


for October 26. just received here. 
The world at large is not permitted 
to know anything about the famine 
conditions In India, according to "Tha 
Republican India," issued here by the 
Friends of Freedom for India, whicn 
adds that the British government has 
not yet "officially" declared a famine 
in India. 


"The British government," the ar- 


ticle continues, "is more interested In 
strategic railroads, 
armies, 
arma- 


ments and fortifications than in sav- 
ing human life in India by building 
adequate irrigation -works for the in- 
surance o£ crops all over the country. 
India is one of the greatest food pro- 
ducing countries in the world. Sho 
produces one-third of the world's sup- 
ply of rico and tea and one-tenth of 
its wheat. In the production of maize 
peas and pulse, she is surpassed by 
none. Always and invariably sho pro- 
duces more than sho can consume 
herself. Even in her worst years of 
famine she has enough 
to 
spare, 


while people die of starvation in thou- 
sands and millions in India, she is 
forced to export food to Great Brit- 
ain. In tho current year from April 
1 to August 6 India exported 92,270 
tons of wheat alone."
